Payroll protection loans keep 
businesses afloat in pandemic 


Some wonder how long 
aid will keep them going

Andrew Wahl was ready to pounce on 
a payroll protection loan for his drone 
video company within days of the feder- 
al government first launching the pro- 
gram in early April. 

The problem: so were millions of 


other small-business owners across the 
country. 

That’s why the initial $349 billion of 
the first round of the program was 
drained within weeks. 

Yet now, with a second round of 
$310 billion, more businesses through- 
out Indiana are receiving the loans they 
need to survive the economic downturn 
stemming from the coronavirus pan- 
demic. 

Indiana businesses have received 
more than $9.6 billion in over 71,000 
loans, which may be forgiven if 75% is 


Each time virus takes a WWII 
vet, ‘we lose a part of history’

Albert Berard was part of the first 
wave of U.S. soldiers who approached 
France’s Omaha Beach on D-Day, June 
6, 1944. 

The signalman’s landing craft had 
sailed into hell. All around Berard, men 
were cut down in a haze of bullets and 
blood. One explosion resulted in some- 
thing landing on his back. It was a sev- 
ered arm. He was 19. 
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Nearly 76 years later, Berard lay in 
his bed in a Massachusetts nursing 
home dying from complications of 
COVID-19. He died without family at 
his side on April 27. He was 95. 

“These men risked going to war and 
dying in a foreign place all alone, and 
now they're dying away from home 
without anyone,” says his son, Wayne- 
Daniel Berard, 68. “We know this gen- 
eration is old and dying. But they

Budget cuts from 
state don't apply, 
at least for now

Indiana’s $7.4 billion education bud- 
get is not included in the spending cuts 
announced Friday, but that doesn’t 
mean school budgets won't be impact- 
ed by the coronavirus pandemic and 
the havoc it’s wreaking on the state’s 
economy. 

Gov. Eric Holcomb is directing state 
agencies to cut spending by 15% for the 
2021 fiscal year, which starts in July. 
That doesn’t apply to the state’s educa- 
tion budget, which accounts for a little 
more than half of the state’s overall an- 
nual expenditures. Still, education 
leaders are bracing for tough economic 
times ahead. 

The cut to state agencies was precip- 
itated by a 46% drop in state income, or 
more than $1 billion, in April year over 
year as Hoosiers continued to stay 
home and many businesses were par- 
tially or completely closed due to the 
pandemic. 

“This is the first of what is likely to be 
a number of steps we'll take to rein in 
state spending,” Holcomb said in a pre- 
pared statement, “while we continue to 
provide critical government services to
